Washington, March 4.—(#)—Her- 
bert Hoover entered upon the presi- 
dency today with a solemn promise 
to enforce the prohibition and all oth- 
er laws to the extent of his abilities, 
and with a declaration that he covet- 
ed for his administration a record of 
having further con‘:ibut« 1 to advance 
the cause of peace among nations. 

In terse language he told his fel- 
low countrymen that the measure of 
success the government could attain 
in law enforcement. would depend 
upon the moral ipnort «hich they 
extended. 

The “duty of citizens to support the 
laws of the land is co-equal with the 
duty of their government to enforce 
the laws which exist,” he said. “No 
sreater national service can be given 
by men and women of good will. who, 
I know, are not unmindful of the re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship—than that 
they should, by their example, assist 
in stamping out crime and outlawry 
by refusing participation in and con- 
demning all transactions with illegal 
liquor. 

“If citizens do nt like a law 
duty as honest men and women is to 
discourage its violation: thefr duty as 
honest men and women is to discour- 
age its violation; their right is open- 
ly to work for its repeal.”

Pioneer Southern Woman 
Takes With Her 100 Years 


of Reminiscences.

More than a century of reminis- 
cences were carried away with the 
passing of Mrs. Mary Jane Wade, 
wh died Sunday night at the resi- 
dence of her daughter, Mrs. J. D. 
Fincher, 910 South Pryor street. Fu- 
neral services for the pioneer south- 
ern woman, who spent the last 10 
years of her life in Atlanta, will be 
held at 10 o'clock this morning and 
interment will be in the family grave- 
vard at Tilton. The Rey. Joe Cumb- 
ley, of Rome, will officiate. 

Mrs. Wade was 104 years old. She 
had counted 24 presidents of the Unit- 
ed States inaugurated during her life- 
time, the end coming on the eve of 
the inauguration of the twenty-fifth. 
In her reminiscences of the long pe- 


‘|riod of American history witnessed 


during her life, she spoke most fre- 
quently of having seen veterans from 
seven Americ wars, beginning with 
the- revolutionary war and including 
the world war. 

Until 20 months ago, when she suf- 
fered a broken hip that confined her 
to a chair for the remainder of her 
life, Mrs. Wade had known hardly a 
single day of illness, though she put 
in many days of strenuous work in 
the pioneering stage of the south. 
She was born in Greenville county, 
South Carolina, where, as a child.

After a lapse of several centuries, 
or possibly longer, the German heavy- 
weight menace is getting more pro- 
nounced than ever. There has never 
been a German heavyweight near the 
championship division and now, al- 
most overnight, as time skids, there 
seems to be no less than a pair of 
Teutons. One is Max Schmeling, the 
most sensational of all new heavy- 
weights. The other is Schaaf, the 
20-year-old entry from the east, whe 
has been coming on like an express 
train lately. Eddie Mack, the Bos- 
ton promoter, who knows his part of 
the leather game, figures Schaaf the 
most dangerous young heavyweight 
now around. “He can hit,” says 
Mack. “He is strong and aggressive, 
he can take it and he is a rough, rip- 
ping type, who will make a lot of 
trouble in less than a year. For 
example, he had Con O’Kelly out in 
a punch, groggy and barely able to 
stand up, but in trying to hurry the 
knockout he hit low. 

“In my opinion, Schaaf will be a 
great fighter in less than two years. 
By the time he is 22 he will be the 
toughest o* them all. He weighs 190 
pounds n w and he will be fast at 
200. There are only one or two now 
can handle Ernie and they. are no 
sure shots against him.” 

With Schmeling already arrived and 
Schaaf near the top, only about a 
year away, the German section seems 
to be the strongest of the lot in the 
heavier division. It is not an im- 
possibility that two Germans will be 
scrambling for the last jump in the 
next year or so, and this might mean 
a big pugilistic- party for Berlin.

Given Carnegie Hero Medal 


Laurie S. Rogerson, 21, of Andrews, 
Ss. C,, a member of the sophomore 
class at Georgia Tech, has _ been 
awarded the Carnegie hero fund medal 
for bravery in saving Miss Sara J. 
Reeves, 20, of Lancaster, S. C., from 
drowning on the morning of July 13, 
my it was revealed in Atlanta Mon- 
day. 

Rogerson is going to Georgia Tech 
under the cooperative plan, attending 
college one month and working one 
month as an apprentice in the rail- 
road shops of the N., C. & St. L. at 
Chattanooga. In this manner he is 
enabled to earn sufficient money to 
pay for his education. 

According to Rogerson, who is work- 
ing this month in Chattanooga, he 
and his family were efjoying a swim- 
ming party at Panley’s island, 10 
miles northeast of Georgetown, S. C. 
Miss Reeves was in bathing at the 
same time, a member of another party 
of swimmers. 

“T had left the water and gone per- 
haps 300 feet up the beach, to lay on 
the sand and rest, for I had been in 
the water for several hours and was 
tired,”’ stated Rogerson. ‘‘While rest- 


‘realized then that something serious 
was happening, so I ran as fast as I | 
could to see what the trouble was.” | 

aping into the water Rogerson 
swam to aid the drowning young 
woman, only to see her go down for 
the first time. 

“fT thought I would never reach 
her,” said Rogerson, ‘‘and the under- 
tow was so strong that I was very 
— exhausted when I did reach 
er. 

Rogerson reached the drowning girl 
just as she had started on the last

COOLIDGE SIGNS 53 
BILLS; TEN UNSIGNED 


March 4.—(4)—QAl.-

| though confronted by fewer last-min- 
‘ute bills than usual at the end of a 


session of congress, President Coo]- 
idge today signed 53 measures and 
applied a “pocket” veto to about 10 
more which died for lack of his signa- 
ture. 

The bills approved included’ the 
first and the second deficiency appro- 
priation measures amounting together 
to approximately $212,000,000 and 
the interior department appropriation 
bill carrying about $285,000,000. The 
bills disappro.ed included that for 
civil service retirement, providing for 
increased annuities for government 
employees and a bill to establish a na- 
tional park at Ouachita, Ark. 

The first deficiency bill was the one 
which caused much controvers in 
congress on account of the amendment 
of Senator Harris, democrat, Georgia, 
to appropriate $24,000,000 additional 
for prohibition enforcement. 

Among the outstanding measures 
approved by President Coolidge today 
was one extending the authority of 
the radio commission until next Jan- 
uary 1. That body would have au- 
tomatically ceased to exist on March 
16, had the bill not been approved. 
and the commission’s work reverted 
to the commerce department. 

Another measure approved author- 
ized appropriation of $50,000 to co- 
operate with Latin American coun- 
tries in the construction of a system 
of inter-American highways. Others 
settled a civil war claim of the state 
of Nevada: established a joint com- 
mission on ‘insular reorganization: 
made illegal entry into the United 
| States by aliens equivalent to a felony 
under certain circumstances and 
established Teton National park in 
Wyoming.
